bill is a good one, and should it become 
a law.

Tho attempt on Saturday to blciv up 


the houses ot parliament anil' the tower 
of London, shows that socialism, nihil- 
ism nnd deviltry are stalking forth at the 
seat of the English government. 


There'wore two explosions in tbe 


houses of parliament. Uno was in the 
strangers gallery in the house of com- 
mons., which did considerable damage 
to the, gallery and to tho windows

the loss heavier than a later exam- 
ination of the condition of tho rooms and 
building will warrant. The other explo- 
sion was in the crypt, a vault of West- 
minister hall, where persons ot noto are 
interred. Tho windows of the hall were 
Bmasbed to atoms, and in other rospcoW 
the building was more or less damaged. 


Tho parliament building is one of the 


most costly and magnificent structures ot 
the kind in the world, nnd probably 
there doesn't exist in any country a goth- 
10 edifice so large as the house of par- 
liament. Tho building covers nearly 
eight acres, and wos begun iu ISiO. It 
is built ot mugneeian lime stone, and is 
about 900 feot long and some 4.00 foot 
wide. The finishing and furnishing of 
the interior of the building, is far more 
expensive and elaborate than tho cap. 
itol 
at 
Washington. 
No 
expense 


was spared to make tho halls and cham- 
bers the richest in all the world. There 
are not only magniflc ant pointings which 
cost many thousands of pounds, but 
there are in and about the bvilding over 
450 statutes of marble. 
Tho cost can 


not be stimulated. 
Up to ISu-l, there 


liid boon expended very nearly fifteen mil- 
lion dollars, and the building was then far 
from reaching tits present magnifiounce 


Tho thud explosion took place in the 


Tower ot London, or what is known as 
*ho White Tower, which is Iocat3d on tho 
oat banks of the Thames, nearly two 
miles from the houses of parliament. It 
was the most 
successful attack over 


mado npon that building, and wes almost 
completely wrecked by tho Corce of the 
oxplosm. This famous tower, whero so 
much is to be seen, and which ha" siood 
through the sweeping of nearly night 
centuries, is an interesting place to all 
8jglit-Be«rs, especially to tlio people of 
London. It is a fine specimen of Nor- 
man architecture, is quadrangular in 
form, and is 11G feet by M, and 92 feet 
high. With the in^rost surrounding the 
Whito Tower, there is also a solemnity 
within 1*1 walls. In it kings and queens 
have Jived, and in it kings end queens 
have been executed. Beside that, tho 
famous old tower Dontarae one o£ the tlii- 
est collections of crowns and jewels of 
;he kingdom, and also one of the fines' 
lollections of mediroval arms in the world. 
The historical associations connected 
with the White lower are therefore of 


pccnliorinterest, and tbe fact that it has 
bi-en largely demolished will cause uni^ 
versal regret.

But away at tho oast of London, about 


two miles further down the Thames, another 
torribl1.' explosion had taken place at almost 
tho same time to a milinto.
